tween advances and declines, without 
any decided movement in eitfier direc- 
tion. ‘Traders @®present are little in- 
clined to make serious efforts to move 
the market one way or another, condi- 
tions at the moment being unfavorable 
to such undertakings.

Liquida- 
tion was somewhat heavy in a few 
stocks, but, as a whole, the disposition 
to sell, which was so marked for many 
weeks past, and which led to such se- 
rious declines through nearly the entire 
list, was less in evidence, Prices in so 
many stocks have been cut down s0 
much that it is not surprising that here 
and there there has been buying induced 
by the relatively low prices at which 
stocks are now selling. Buying of this 
character, however, has not yet as- 
sumed any large volume, and until it 
does it would seem that the outside 
market cannot be expected to show any 
considerable increase in activity. The 
failure of Price, McCormick & Co. had 
very little influence on the outside mar- 
ket. On the day the failure was an- 
nounced there was some selling, seem- 
ingly for their account, of Rubber Goods 
@ommon, but apart from this, very few 
aontracts of the firm seem to be liqui- 
gated in the outside market. As far, at 
Feast as the curb was concerned, the 
failure had no apparent effect on the 
market, with the one exception noted. 

Industrials furnished the most con- 
spicuous stocks during the past week. 
Standard Oil was particularly prominent. 
This stock showed at one time during 
the week an advance of over 30 points. 
Speculation as to the next dividend on 
this stock seems at this date somewhat 
premature, but nevertheless the buying 
of the past week seems in a general way 
the result of the dividend expectations 
generally held. ‘The buying, however, 
had the appearance of being for the ac- 
count of insiders, and it would therefore 
seem that the effort to buy in the float- 
ing stock was still going on.

Naturally expectations of 
this kind led to somewhat enthusiastic 
buying. Whenever any fairly large or- 
ders appear in the market the price of 
Standard Oil invariably advances ma- 
terially, as the amount of stock to be 
had at current quotations has always, 
in the recent past, been small. The 
market sems to have been pretty well 
cleared of small floating lots, 

Otis Elevator was another industrial 
that attracted considerable attention by 
reason of active demand for it, notwith- 
standing the dullness of the general list.
